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Forty long-term care beds to disappear 


Crossing 
gets stop 
signs

Plans to install stop 
signs near a ‘dangerous’ 
railway c rossing in August 
are back on track after 
town administration 
spoke with CP Kail last 
week. 

Council decided in 
August to spend $300 to 
install stop signs near an 
uncontrolled crossing near 
Mile 0.34 Shantz 
Subdivision and Rge. Rd. 
200, where safety has been 
an issue. Last week, the 
signs were still not 
installed. 

“It isn’t that we have for¬ 
gotten about it,” said (’AO 
Roy Brown in an e-mail. 
He said there were a num¬ 
ber of hurdles that kept 
administration from get¬ 
ting the signs in place. 

“CP Rail didn’t think the 
stop signs were a good 
idea unless there were 
street lights. When we got 
a price on street lights and

Forty beds in the long¬ 
term care wing of the 
Didsbury Hospital will dis¬ 
appear in the next few 
years as the Bethany Care 
Centre is constructed. 

Currently, 61 long-term 
beds are found in the hos¬ 
pital, explained Dave 
Shorten, executive direc¬ 
tor community and rural 
health Calgary zone. 

“The ones that have been 
problematic over the years 
have been the 40 in the 
older wing. It’s been a fair¬ 
ly substandard building ... 
likely the residents will be 
offered residency in the 
new facility if they choose 
to,” he said. 

What will become of the 
long-term wing will be 
decided over the next few 
years. 

“The 40 beds in the older 
wing, we’re suggesting to 
the government the build¬ 
ing needs to be torn down 


or whatever because it’s 
really quite substandard. 
As far as we know right 
now we’ll still have 20 
long-term beds in the facil¬ 
ity,” said Shorten, who 
explained 20 of the beds 
are in a separate section of 
the hospital. 

“We don’t know at this 
stage (what will happen). 
It would have to go 
through a planning 
process. The first thing to 
do is this (build new facili¬ 
ty) and then we’ll go from 
there." 

Shorten said the health 
facilities rbview committee 
has reviewed all of the 
long-term care facilities in 
the province and it was 
identified for years some¬ 
thing had to be done with 
the older part “because it’s 
not very good.” 

Bethany Care Society 
announced last week it 
will be building a 100-bed 
affordable supportive liv¬ 
ing facility in Didsbury 
over the next few years. 


Shorten said the building 
has been classified as a 
supportive living 4, which 
means residents have 
access to personal care 
aides on a 24-hour basis. 

Greer Black, CEO of 
Bethany Care said the 
request for proposal was 
fairly generic and specifics 
of the care centre still have 
to be sorted out but they 
expect to be building for 
dementia care and frail 
seniors. 

“I don’t know if Alberta 
Health Services has identi¬ 
fied any other special pop¬ 
ulations that we might 
need to accommodate. 
We’ll take what we 
learned, adapt it to 
specifics what Alberta 
Health Services thinks, 
while making it flexible so 
as needs change the build¬ 
ing can adapt to that.” Ten 
million dollars from 
Alberta Infrastructure and 
the Ministry of Seniors and 
Community Support will 
be matched from Bethany 


Care Society. Black 
expects at least $10 million 
will be spent from Bethany 
for the project, but isn’t 
sure of exact dollar 
amounts at this point. 

“The facility has to be 
affordable. It cannot be 
charged anything more 
than market rent and it’s 
usually below market 
rent,” explained Robert 
Storrier, communications 
for Senior and Community 
Supports who said the 
affordable rate has to be 
set for at least 22 years. 

“In Didsbury the $10 mil¬ 
lion is going for all 100 
affordable living spaces. 
They can’t charge more 
than market rate.” 

But Carol Wodak of the 
Alberta based Continuing 
Care Citizen Watch warns 
people should be aware of 
public-private part nerships 
and designated assisted 
living. 

Wodak said long-term 
care facilities have tradi¬ 
tionally provided 24-hour 


nursing care and included 
meals, baths and help with 
medications. 

She said in supportive 
living all kinds of responsi¬ 
bility and costs are shifted 
to the resident or the fami¬ 
ly instead of being provid¬ 
ed on site or in the fee the 
resident pays. 

“The rent for the accom¬ 
modation charge is the 
same (as nursing home) 
but if you need meds in a 
supportive living facility, 
including a designated 
assisted living facility you 
have to arrange for the 
dnigstore to provide this... 
If you need to be transport¬ 
ed to a doctor in a support¬ 
ive living facility you have 
to arrange that,” she said. 

Wodak is disappointed in 
the shift towards private 
care facilities but doesn’t 
see this changing anytime 
soon. 

“People just weren’t 
interested in listening 
when this first started ten 
years ago,” she said. 


saw that putting in street 
lights was cost prohibitive. 
The cost to the town 
would be $31, 350.11,” he 
stated. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
the decision to spend 
money on lights was turfed 
because of how often the 
crossing was used. 

“They (CP Rail) didn’t 
suggest stop signs would 
be a good thing. Which I 
still think myself, well it 
wouldn’t hurt.” 

Brown said Public Works 
checked with CP Rail for 
permission to put signs 
near the crossing and 
heard back last week that 
they could proceed. 

“CP Rail has ceded 
responsibility to the town 
and the Highway Safety 
Act indicates the town may 
install stop signs,” wrote 
Brown in an e-mail Friday, 
lie said the work order has 
been signed and the stop 
signs should be installed 
soon.

deal with because of the contain¬ 
ment. 

“Because it's a metal Quonset the 
access isn’t really good." 

Fire departments started leaving in 
the morning between (5 and 8 a.m., 
but Didsbury stayed until lp.m. 

“Just the south extension on the 
building was saved. The rest of the 
building and all the contents are pret¬ 
ty well destroyed,” said Wright, who 
estimates the damage is in the 
$750,000 mark. Wright said he hasn’t 
seen such an extensive fire in 


Didsbury in the last couple of years. 

The case is still under investigation 
but at this point it’s believed to have 
started from some machinery inside 
the building. No foul play is suspect¬ 
ed. 

“It’s been pinpointed down to some 
of the machinery in the building ... 
They've sent a couple of pieces of a 
truck away to a lab so we’re looking 
to get an exact cause,” said Wright. 

He said the equipment inside the 
building was stored from % r arious 
contractors. 


Sold on Giving 


A fire witnessed in the early morn¬ 
ing hours last Tuesday had five 
departments respond and work close 
to ten hours. 

The building, a 180-foot long metal 
arch structure with a two-storey 
office on one end, is located west on 
Highway 582 close to the intersection 
of Highway 2A. 

“Then* were no people involved. 
No one was in the building, and none 
of the firefighters were injured," 
explained deputy fire chief Bob 
Wright. He said someone driving by 
the area noticed the fire and called 
for help. 

A variety of industrial machinery 
was stored inside, including three 
highway tractors, a couple of small 
bobcats, loaders and fiat deck trail¬ 
ers, and a couple of quads and boats 
that were ultimately destroyed. 

Didsbury, Olds, Carstairs, Cremona 
and Linden were called around 3 a.m 
to assist. Cremona and Linden 
brought tanker t rucks because there 
were no hydrants nearby. 

“The fire was contained by the 
metal building except for the sky¬ 
lights that burnt out,” said Wright, 
explaining it was a difficult fire to

When installed, this will 
end a two-year battle to 
increase safety awareness 
near a crossing where two 
men were killed in 2008 
after crashing their truck 
into the side of a moving 
train.

Transport Canada met 
with CP Rail, the Town of 
Didsbury and Mountain 
View County - who ow ned 
the land then - in 
September 2008 for a safe¬ 
ty review. They listed sev¬ 
eral concerns including 
bushes and trees that 
blocked drivers’ sight 
lines and possible driver 
confusion over the close 
proximity of another 
crossing. The second 
tracks had a warning sys¬ 
tem; the former had only 
standard reflector signs.

Road safety 
should be job one 
for all drivers

While the province’s new dis- 
^ J traded driving law may help 
reduce collisions and other 
mishaps on Alberta’s highways 
and other roads, it remains up to 
the individual driver to ensure 
he or she is doing what is neces¬ 
sary to keep the roadways safe. 

And it’s not only individuals who have a vested 
interest in avoiding crashes - the community at 
large also has a lot to gain when road accidents 
are prevented or reduced in severity. 

National Safe Driving Week, Dec. 1 - 7, is a time 
set aside to highlight some of the dos and don’t 
when it comes to road and highway safety. 
Holding the week at the start of winter is a great 
way to highlight the need for extra precautions 
and extra diligence throughout the winter driving 
months. 

“Canadians know winter weather all too well, 
and with that comes dicey driving conditions,” 
says the National Safety Council, the organization 
that spearheads National Safe Driving Week. 
“Winter driving can sometimes be a daunting task, 
especially when conditions are snowy or icy. 
During winter months, Canadians experience 
much higher collision rates than at other times of 
the year.” 

One of the most important things drivers must 
do when it comes to winter driving safety is to 
adjust their driving habits to fit the conditions, the 
CSC says. 

While that seems like an obvious and easy thing 
to do, emergency response personnel and police 
across the province will testify that far too many 
accidents, including in West Central Alberta, con¬ 
tinue to be caused by drivers who ignore the 
warnings and drive as if road conditions are clear 
and hazard free. 

“Winter driving can be one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges, so it is essential to adjust driving behav¬ 
iour with the change in seasons. You may not be 
able to control the weather and road conditions 
but you can control the speed at which you drive.” 

While accidents caused by a failure to drive for 
the conditions can cost individual drivers thou¬ 
sands of dollars in vehicle repairs - not to men¬ 
tion the potentially very serious health conse¬ 
quences to drivers and passengers - such mishaps 
also put emergency personnel and police at 
unnecessary risk when they have to respond to 
crash scenes, often in the worst of weather condi¬ 
tions. 

The National Safe Driving Week message of 
year-round driver responsibility and obligation is 
all about individual and public safety. It is a mes¬ 
sage well worth taking to heart. 

And, of course, the oft-repeated message that 
drunk driving is stupid and foolish is something 
each and every driver out there should also never 
forget.
